SOUTH AFRICA—rtTne Paar. 


Extract of a Letter from the Ret. Eran Evans, Mis- 
sionary at this place ; dated 12th Sept. 1821. 

“ The attendance on the means of grace conti- 
nues te increase. The number of hearers in the 
village and Vicinity amounts on an average to a- 
bout 1100 whites and 1200 blacks; in fact there 
are few now to be found who have npt attended 
several times. Last year a very neat chapel wae | 
built in the Wagon-maker’s yalley, which will 
contain upwards of 300 hearers. Qur Directors 
(of the Paarl Auxiliary Missionary Society) are de- 
sirous of having our chapel enlarged, or rather of 
building a new one ;”—But Mr. E. states the diffi- 
culty of procuring sufficient pecuniary aid, and

ere are, it appears, about 6000 heathen in the 
Paarl and its vicinity. There are 175 slaves and 
free blacks on the school list; but, as many of 
them are obliged to come only in turn, the attend- 
ance in general is from 40 to 80. Most of them 
are learning the Catechism and Hymns, Several 
can repeat the whole Epistle to the Ephesians. It 
is encouraging to see that many, both of the chil- 
dren and adults, are indefatigable in_their exer- 
tions, and it is hoped that many others will follow 
their good example. 
Mr. Evans says, “‘ The week before lastJ spent 
a few days with the Rev. Dr. Philip at Cape Town. 
| was exceedingly rejoiced to see that they have 
_ cothmenced building the chapel. His labors have 
been very much blessed there. It is delightful to 
see the respectable congregation which attends. 
On the sabbath evening the place is crowded, and 
I have no doubt that when the ehapel is finished, 
fhe attendance will be thrice as numerous. It is 
very pleasing to observe improvement which 
bas taken place in Cape Town during the last two 
or three years. Mr. Beck’s labors among the 
Dutch inhabitants of the town, as well as among 
the slaves, have been crowned with the blessing of 
the Almighty. Their large chapel is often too 
small to contain the congregation.”

The happy Death of a Female Hottentot Slave. 


Jan. 26. 1 baptized’a female slave at Great 
Deakenstein, and May 20, six wore, in our chapel 
—two men and four women. Their walk and con- 
versation hitherto «dorn their profession, and hav- 
ing, as I trust, received the love of Christ in their 
own hearts, they are zealous in persuading others 
to follow their example, and dedicate themselves 
to the service of the Lord. 

We enjoy most delightful #easons when we com- 
memorate the dying love of our blessed Redeemer. 
I have always observed that the cclebration of the 
Lord’s Supper has a most remarkable inflaence on 
the minds of the heathen, even of those who are 
ouly observers, and are as hard as stones under 
other means of grace.

After having 
been for some time troabled with doubts and fears, 
she was enabled, through grace, to put her whole 
trust in the Saviour, aud to im his praises to 
all around her. 

Shortly before her dissolution she called her 
children, and spoke to them in such a pathetic and 
eatnest manner as drew tears from every eye. Af- 
ter entreating the blessing of Almighty God on 
each of them, she turned to her eldest and said, 
** Hitherto you have been the cause of great grief 
to me, for your heart is as hard asa mill-stone. 
All my advices have been in vain, yet stil] | donot 
despair. Very probably this is the last time your 
mother will ever speak to you in this world, there- 
fore, 1 pray you, consider your ways, and what 
their end will be. Death will call you shortly as 
he is now calling your mother,but consider how you 
would meet him, suppose he were to call you this 
day. Could you meet his deadly weapons with 
that serenity and peace of mind with which your 
mother can? I fear not; yea,! am sure not. 
And what is the reason that the fear of death is 
taken away from me? It is the Lord Jesus, who 
came into the world to seck and to save that which 
was lost, who fonnd me also, when! was travelling 
the broad road in which you are walking at pre- 
sent. He drew me with the cords of his love out 
of the pit of corruption, and brought me to seek 
salvation through that blood which he shed off 
Calvary, to purify sinners fom all iniquity. @& 
yes! this is the fountain which is opened for sih 
and uncleanness, and the sfreams of these living 
waters now make my goul to rejoice in the midst of 
all tribelations, and to meet the king of terrors 
without fear or dismay, Therefore, my dear son, 
yea, all my children, and all present, seek the 
Saviour while he is to be found, call upon him 
while he is near; his blood eleanseth from all sin ; 
he is able to save to the uttermost; he will in no 
wise cast ont those who come-te him ; his arms are 
open to receive you as freely as he received an un- 
worthy and sinful crexture such as Iam; there- 
fore come all to him, he knocks continually at the 
door of your hearts. [can assure you he is a good 
master; he is the best King; you will never be 


salvation, you wilh be for ever miserable. Oh 
seek him no“! seck him now / and do not delay 
a day longer, for he says himself that his enemies 
shall be as chaff; and further, “‘ Because I have 
called, and ye have refused, I have stretched out 
my hands and no one regarded ; but ye have set at 
nought all my counsels, and would none of my re- 
proof: I will also laugh at your calamity, and will 
mock when your fear cometh.” 

Together with these she recited some other 
broken passages of the same chapter, which she 
could recollect. Thus she went on, as far as her 
strength would permit, either rejoicing in the Lord, 
or praying, or adr onishing those around her, until 
her soul was loosed from the earthly tabernacle, 
and took its flight, as we have every reason to 
hope, to the regions of everlasting bliss. 

She was possessed of a retentive memory; and 
during the last months of her life delighted greatly 
in religious conversation, the benefit of whieh she 
eS even to her dying moment. 

t would far exceed the limits of a letter to write 
all, or even half of the precious words which she 
spoke. Some irreligious persons were heard to 
say, that Lea Elizabeth (for that was her name) 
must certainly be in happiness, for it was like a lit- 
tle heaven upon earth to be near her, particularly 
in her last illness. A more delightful scene can 
scarcely be conceived than that which her appear- 
ance presented % our view,—a poor, and complete- 
ly worn-out slave, without any of the pomps aud 
vanities of this world about her, sitting or lying on 
her mattrass; yet, at the same time, an heir of an 
everlasting kingdom, and beginning to feel those 
joys which shall never cease, and about to partici- 
pate in that glory which shall never fade away.” 

One day she said, * Yes, yes, 1 am but a slave 
on earth, but I have a.good hope, through grace, 


that Lhave been made free indeed through the 


blood of the Lamb, and that hereafter I shall sit 
with my blessed and glorious Redeemer in his 
heaver:ly kingdom, never te be separated.” I was 
quite astonished at the progress she had made in 
the knowledge of divine things, and so were all 
who heard her.

the roof of my mouth, if[ prefer not Jerusalem a- 
bove my chief joy.” The effects produced by it 
we believe were considerable at the time, and 
were evinced, after the service, by a liberal sub- 
scription.

Extract of a Letter from the Rer. J. Humphreys, 
dated at Madras, 7th Aug. 1821. 

Last Sabbath-day I witnessed the horrid cere- 
mony of swinging two young men, who, evidently 
under considerable trepidation of mind, came for- 
ward with hooks in their shoulders, their bodies 
adorned with dowers, and carrying in a handker- 
chief leaves and small fruits, which they scattered 
among the thousands around them, as they swung 
in the air, It was truly heart-rending to sce with 
what avidity the deluded multitude endeavoured 
to procure 2 few of the leaves or flowers which fell 
from the unhappy men; even the children clap- 
ped their hands in ecstasy as the poor wretches 
swung around them in the air. Many of the na- 
tives, who had what they call holy birds, held 
them up that they might see the men, and thus 
they supposed added to their sanctity. O, when 
creatures shall see the error of their ways, and 
turn unto the Lord their God ! 

On Monday last the native schools were exam- 
ined; there were upwards of 300 boys present, 
and most of them repeated portions of the Holy 
Scriptures, from which we may hope great things.

BANGALORE. 
Extracts of a Letter from the Rev. S. Laidler, dated 
Oet. 3, 1821. 

English services are certainly not the first object 
of a Missionary, yet where opportunity is afforded 
you expect it should be regarded as an important 
though subordinate part of his employment. Ban- 
galore presents a field of much usefulness in this 
department, because two of his Majesty's regi- 
ments are always stationed at it. The church 
cannot contain more than one-third of the Europe- 
ans residing here; and another consideration for 
carrying on missionary labours here on an exten- 
sive scale, is the healthiness of the situation. 

In April last a church was formed, and 31 mem- 
bers, chiefly belonging to the 55d Regiment, have 
been admitted. That regiment ieft Bellary in Ju- 
ly 1820, and Mr. Reeve lamented their inattention 
to religion while there, -For some time after their 
arrival at Bangalore, few attended the evening 
service. The light company, siationed at Belga- 
um, had a few pious men among them, one of 
whom was the ftuit of Mr. Taylor’s ministry there ; 
These joined the regiment here, and were greatly 
opposed in their religious efforts; but opposition 
excited inquiry and attention, and seme who had 
profited under the ministry of the excellent MAr- 
TiN, when in Bengal, came forward and united 
with them. A pious officer from another quarter, 
and another who was led to serious inguivy by a 
Tract put into his hands by Mr. Reeve, encourag- 
ed the men in the barracks, by their advice and 
example, te attend the word. T'wo other officers 
have constantly attended for some time, and ap- 
pear to be hopeful. 


Native Preacher at Bangalore. 


The native (whom I have formerly mentioned 
to you) who addresses them, I have named Flavel ; 
he received the name Samuel from the Rev. Mr. 
Springs who baptized him, and | think that his 
fervent piety, his mild disposition, his active and 
disinterested conduct, and his careful observation 
of the providence of God, entitle him to the name 
of Flavel. May he indeed prove “a burning and 
shining light,’ resembling the venerable man 
whose name now bears. He preaches every Sun- 
day morning, and afterwards converses with any 
who will attend him ; and he is frequently so em- 
ployed till about four o’clock in the afternoon. On 
the Wednesday morning he preaches to a few,and 
on Friday evening toa emaregtiion which assem- 
bles in a private house: 30, 40, and sometimes 50, 
attend him there.

‘Paterson 
and Henderson, to the Treasurer. 
: Tiflis, 25th October, O. S. 1821. 

Dear FRiEND,—We fully itttended writing to- 
you before we crossed the Caucasus; but.a mul- 
tiplicity of e ements prevented us. Aflera 
very fatiguing journey of nearly three weeks from — 
Mordeck, we arrived in this place on the 20th inst. 
During our parsage through the moustains, Mr. 
Henderson caught a cold, which brought on a fe- 
ver, occasioned as much detention, andmuchanx- 
iety of mind. Through mercy he is nowin’® 
state of convelescence, and we hope in about two 
being to be able to pursue our journey towards 

ersia. 

On our way from Novatcherkask to Astrachan 
we passed through Sarepta, where we met your ex- 
cellent Missionary the Rey, Mr. Rahmn. You 
already know in what estimation he is held by us; 
but ‘we must say that the few days we spent in 
his c yat this time has raised him higher 
than ever in our esteem as a Missionary. He is, 
indeed, aman full of faith, and of zeal, and of the 
Holy Ghost. His love to the poor Celmucs is 
such that he cannot speak of their present deplora- 
ble situation without mee over them, a: a pi- 
ous affectionate paren? ver his offspring, who had 
strayed from God and@ifrom happiness. We never 
saw the feelings of the apostle, when he said, “ Fo 
being affectionately desirous of you, we were wil- 
ling to have imparted unto you, not the Gospebof 
God only, but our own sonls also, beeause ye were 
dear unto us,” so forcibly exemplified as in our 
dear Brother ; and we could not help viewing this 
as a token that God is about to make him a spirit- 
ual father to many of these poorheathen. He has 
been and still is labouring hard to acquire a knowl- 
edge of their very difficult language, and we are 
happy to say has made wonderful progress. He 
has compossed a Calmuc English Grammer, and 
is far advanced with bis large vecabulary of the 
language. He is indefatigable in reading and co- 
pying their books, and in collecting new words. 
He has begun to translate some things into the 
Calmuc; can speak with them pretty fluently on 

eneral subjects, and make hifmselftolcrably un- 
ow religious ones, although ‘he is not yet 
able to preach to them in their own tongue. He 
has completely equipped himsc!f for living among 
them in the Steppe, and removing with them from 
place to place. With the advice of the Brethren 
at Sarepta, he has made choice of the Derbet 
Horde, who encamp in summer in the neighbour- 
hood of that place. He had just returned from 
the Horde, where he had spent several weeks, and 
distributed many tracts and copies of the Gospels, 
which were well received. He finds it no bard- 
ship to live with them in the Steppe ia summer ; 
but fears there may be more difficulty attending a 
winter residence among them en the Lanks.of the 
Ruma, where they pitch their tents during the 
cold season, 5 

We fully approve of his preferring Sarepta to As- 
trachan; for although there are many Ualmues in 
the neighborhood of that place, we eo not think 
they are so accessible as those in the Steppe, or 
humanly speaking,so likely to listen to the preach- 
ing of the Gospel. Besides we are persuaded that 
the climate of Astrachan will never suit Mrs. 
Rahmn’s constitution, whereas she enjoys pretty 
good health in Sarepta. She was even able to 
spend ten weeks with her husband this summer in 
the Steppe, and as she is willivg.to submit to eve- 
ry privation her shattered frame will allow, she 
may by and by be able to spend the greater part of 
the summer. with her husband in tents. Mr. 
Rambn is very anxious to have a colleague, 
and this we consider as absolutely necessary not 
only for his own comfort, but also for the success 
of the Mission. Were any thing to happen to Mr. 
Rahmn, all that has been done by your means 
would fall to the ground, unless there be another 
to.carry on the work. There are at present as fair 
prospects of success among the Calmucs as can 
reasonably be expected, and the circumstance 
that the Brethren’s Mission among them has alrea- 
dy been blessed for the saving conversion of some 
of them, is much calculated to strengthen these 
hopes. We would, therefore, strongly urge the 
propriety of sending him a fellow-laborer with the 
first ships next spring. You should, if possible, 
send an unmarried man, as you may probably find 
more difficulty in procuring one who would be 
willing to be separated from his wife and family 
the most of the year. The expenses of a single 
man would also be trifling, as he might live with 
Mr. Rahmn, and forma part of his family. “It 
will be necessary that he be a man of a liberal 
and enlarged mind, and possess a facility in learn- 
ing languages, and full of piety and zeal. Send 
a Mr. Swan. Hewers of wood and drawers of wa- 
ter are not at present wanted for this Mission, al- 
though they may be useful-at other stations. We 
are more and more convinced of the propriety of 
improving the present favorable circumstances for 
evangelizing the P and Mahomedan popula- 
tion of Russia. We have already seen much of 
their deplorable situation, and if health be grant-

Swearers have learnt 
to fear oaths—Sabbath-breakers to keep holy days 
—the careless appear thoughtful—and the prayer- 
less, now call on the name of our Lord Jesus.— 
And not a few of those who spent their Sabbaths 
in dirty and idle habits, have become stated and 
regular jn their attendance on the house of God. 
We have witnessed a large increase of attentive 
hearers, anda marked concern for the salvation of 
their souls. We attribule this visible improvement 
principally, under God, to the distribution of your 
excellent Tracts. 1 have beforeantimated, we lend 
them for a-week to the inhabitants of this town and 
neighbourhood, and at the expiration of this period 
replace each with a fresh one.

He 
said—Itis now more than a yearsince we began 
to follow Christ,& what have we done for him since + 
that time? Do we live like Christians? I fear we 
ale tao much engaged about wosldly things. | 
When the people come to see you, I} do not hear 
you tell them about the Saviour; and ask them | 
their feelings with respect to.another world: . “We | 
are professors of religion, and why do we not show 
itto others? He added particularly, you should | 
remember to keep the Lord’s day, You gre too. 
much engaged in the kitchen on the Sabbath day. | 
You should keep the blacks from werk,and take | 
them with you to meeting: when you return, keep | 
them still in the house, & not let them play apy on 
thisday. He looked earnestly toward me, and | 
asked if the Missionaries cooked on the Sabbath ? | 
I teld hinn, they generally made preparationson | 
Saturday. He said, that is what you ought to do. | 
He used frequently to ask me to pray with him | 
and read and explain the Bible, which I did with | 
great pleasure. For three or four days before he | 
died, he was deranged. When he had his reason, | 
he appeared very pleasant, would smile, &c. 
The night before he died, he spoke your name 
frequently. 

“* Sabbath morning, the day that he died, being 
told it was Sabbath, he requested us to sing and 
pray with him, which we did. Immediately after 
this he fell into astate of insensibility, in which 
he continued till about 5 o'clock, when his spirit 
ascended «to his heavenly home. On Monday, 
P, M. February 4th, we followed his remains te 
the cold and silent grave, and bid hima long fare- 
well. It was hard to part with him; but a great 
conselation, that we shall soon meet in the king- 
dom of Christ, never more to part. His Christian 
life was short ; but long enough te prove that 
Christ’s religion was not in vain. I often remem- 
ber, he was always ready to instruet and guide 
the. dear heathen to the cross of Christ. 1 remem- 
ber,those affectionate eyes so often bathed in tears 
for his poor countrymen. But he has gone before 
us, & will no longer weep for us & the deat Chero- 
kees in darkpers. is lips are silent in the grave. 
His prayers ave not heard on earth. Here I stop: my 
heart bleeds. ©! may we follow his example,as far 
ak he followedChrist, & live devoted to God ; be in 
constant readme:s for our own departure, that we 
niay at last meet our brotber around the throne 
ef that blessed” Redeemer, who has brought us 
from death unto life eternal.

After some genera] remarks respecting the rapid 
progress made by the Cherokees towards civiliza- 
tiony Mrs. P. proceeds :— 

* Two years since, Creek Path was a place of 
the grossest ignorance, The Saviour’s name had 
scarcely been heard among the. people. They 
passed their time in idleness and dissipation ; and 
most of those who were clad at all, were covered 
with rags. ‘The Sabbath was known but by few, 
and these had been tamght by the whites to consi- 
der ita holly day. But now, how changed the 
scene ! many of them have become sober and in- 
dustrious. They assemble regularly on the Sab- 
bath for the worship of God, and manifest a ten- 
der solicitude for the welfare of their immortal 
souls. Their<iress though coarse, is very neat and 
becoming. Seldom is a dirty seen in our 
little. sanctuary. They frequently speak of their 
former ways of living, and express much gratitude 
that missionaries have been sent toteach them 
better thmgs. Much good was effected here, by 
the disinterested exertions of Mr. Butrick. God 
was pleased to bless his labors, and to give him, 
as we trust, “ sonie souls as seals of his ministry.” 
These are eur consolations and joys. .With them 
we sitdown to commemorate the Saviour’s dying 
love, and: find the seasons precious; wit® them 
we ‘bow befere the throne of God, and supplitate 
his’ mercies, and with them join in the song of

My ESTEEMED FRIEND,—I have delayed writ- 
ing this, on account of the book which you men- 
tioned not reaching -here: # trust it is on the 
way. Tender my affection#tothe young Christ- 
ian brethren of the Park-street Church. J thank 
them for their kindness toward me. I bope tbat 
they are devoted to the Blessed cause, and love 
the gates of Zien above tir chief joy. There is 
no occupation on earth thatis more delightful than 
that of Christ’s service, and to mcliorate the condi- 
tion of our wretched race: especially gencrous 
youth ought to engage inthe work with all the de- 
votedmess of Martin “Luttef. How can we, dear 
brother, live composed while millions of precious 
souls are falling into death, yea, inte eternal 
death. Our souls ought to rejoice that we live in 
this day of peace. No Nero now to persecute 
us. No hanghty emperor now to consign us te 
the famer. but here we worship God our Savi- 
our, and raise our voices tothe God of our salva- 
tion in peace. Pride, however, | must confess 
reigns yet in my wretched heart, and selfishness | 
fear is too much indulged’ by me.

They should 
have it in their er a shilling or a dol- 
lar, ina case of distress, without robbing their fa- 
milies; else they willfall under censure, poor as 
they may be, and be regarded as close and covet- 
ous. Itisa fact that the men ofthe world, whe- 
ther rich or poor, expect a minister always to give ; 
and itis desirable thathe should satisfy such an 
expectation, and exemplify the spirit, while he 
preaches the doctrines of the “gospel ; but if he © 
— almost nothigg from his people, for the 
evotion of all his time and talents to their ser- 
vice, how can he give, without neglecting to pro- 
vide for his own house ? 
The institutions of religion, form the basis of so- 
cial prosperity and individual happiness. With- 
out them, civil law would shortly lose all its 
influence ; and no member of society would be 
able to regard his rights yas secure. Every man 
thercfore, whe withholds his support from those in- 
stitutions, is a public robber, and at the same time 
guilty of sacrilege. He defrauds Jehovah, and is 
guilty of the most abject meanness and baseness in 
his conduct toward his fellow men. We have 
sometimes known those, whe to save a few dollars 
a year, have. withdrawn their names from 2 reli- 
gious seciety,and refused to-nedidt im the support f 
& minister whose ministrations.they- regalarly at- 
tend, and whose labors yield more security to their 


than all their own vigilence. How such men cah 
hold up their faces in society, we cannot divine. 
We should rather think them made of brass than 
of muscle and nerve. 

Where the gospel is supported voluntarily, as it 
always ought to be, and as it isin every - part af 
this land, (setting aside some forms of law, worse 
than nething) the rich are almost -uniformly re- 
luctant to pay their just proportion ; and -their 
want of liberality, is.a blight that withers the 
fruits of all around. 

* For a plain, and even poor man, would willing- 
ly give his proportion: but he says, if such a rich 
maa gives only five dollars, five shillings, or even 
five cents are as much as can be expected from me. 
But the rich man replies, | have so many other ex- 
penses which you do not know. ‘True, says the 
| other, | give you credit for them ; but then, you 
| support all the other expenses, and think you 
must, in order to maintain your station in society: 
Why is this which you owe toa minister, the only 
vexpence you throw off from your shoulders? Or 
-is it only mm religion, that it is genteel to be shab- 
by? But as, when wise people find their expen- 
ses beyond their income, they begin to al 
them ; we .must suppose that you are doing so, 
and have begun with. religion, as that for which 
you care least. But you have begun there many 
years ago, and we have not seen the reduction in 
other things yet. One grand cause of nil this evil 
is, that you do hot devote a certain portion .f your 
substance to the cause of benevolence. 

There are, however, many who would ‘not be 
placed among the rich, but are persons of very 
‘comfortable incomes, who. get their own praise, 
atthe marvelously cheap rate of zivimg one guinea 
every year, to su a minister to whom they 
profess to be attached. Werte | speak asa man, | 
should pour the full torrent of indignant contempt 
on their beggarly benevolence. But as a Christiané 
hw mtatster; ft tractrather trop the wear of Ditter te 

gret, and deep commisscration ;—vegret, for the 
-peligion of Fesus, that it should be burthened with 
the disgrace’ of such names ; and commisseration 
for the men, who bad not learned, even from such 
a master as Christ, how blessed it js to give. 

As we come down te the lower ranks of life, 
we are reminded of what a shrewd person once 
said, ‘*T pay more for the lowest article of my 
dress than for my soul.” It costs multitudes much 
more for insuring their houses, than for instruct- 
ing their souls. We are also compelled to say, 
“that fhe very persons who are excused, through 
‘merd poverty, from contributing at all to support 
the man by whom they. are taught, often spend as 
much on their pleasures, as others give for the 
pastor’s support.” 

We leave our readers with a single extract fur- 
ther, relative to the duty of paying a regular and 
suficient salary to a minister of real or supposed 


wealth : 

% Many excuse themselves from making an ade- 
quate recompense to a minister, becanse, they say, 
he is aman of fortune, and does not neeg it. To 
this have two replies. First. Are you sure that 
this js trae? I plead for ministers, with more 
earnestness, because I can declare before heaven & 
earth, that | believe they are often the most liberal 
subscribers to the ‘cause of religion, which the 
church of God contains.

Considerable appfopriations have been made 
within two or three years by the British Parlia- 
ment for building and repairing Episcopal Church- 
es. The Commissioners charged with transacting 
the business, in their last report to Parliament, 
state that twenty-five applications for assistance 
from different parishes had been postponed on ac- 
count of the exhausted sfate of the fund. Four of 
these cases are mentioned in the “* British Critic” 
for January, to illustgate the deficiency of Church 
room, in some of the more populots districts of 
the kingdom. The parish of Bradford, in the dio- 
cese of York, has a population of 48,113 souls, and 
its Churches can accommodate only 6,004. A 
part of the district of Norwood, in the diocese of 
Winchester, contaid$ 50,000 persons, & its Church 
room will accommodate only 1600. In the parish 
of Rochdale, in the diocese of Chester, where are 
37,229 persons, only 4,620 can attend public wor- 
ship in the Charches within the dtstrict. Sedge- 
ly, in the diocese of Litchfield and Coventry, con- 
tains a population of+ 13,937, and its Church will 
hold.no more than 406 persons!—How many dis- 
} senting meeting houses there are in these same pa- 
rishes, we are not informed; bat if they are not 
more numerous than the Churches, the state of 
morals and piety mast be low indeed.

A Paris paper of 2d March, is chiefly filled with 
debates. in the Chamber of Deputies orf the pre- 
ceding day. Bills, making appropriatiens for the 
service of the Ministdrs of the Interior, and of War, 
were discussed ; and were opposed in the ¢harac- 
teristic style of the French-legislators, with noise 
and disorder. The opposition in the Chamber, 
though violent, and led by men of some ‘talents, 
may be considered feeble, from the fact, that the 
bills thus opposed were ardopted, one by 237 to 62,, 
the other 214 to 30. In the debate on_ the appro- 
priation for the War Department, Gen, y, 
and de Corcelles, gave long accounts of the treat- 
-ment they had reecived the day before from the Po- 
lice Guards, for having been found accidentally in 
the mob which were attacking the meeting of the 
Missionaries, at one of the churches; and for 
which, though they declared themse)ves to be De- 
puties, and that they had business in the street in 
which they were arrested, they were ill treated, & 
carried to the guard house. The Chamber took 
no order on these communications. . 

An article frem Saumur, announces that the 
tranquility which had been disturbed by the pro- 
ceedings of Gen. Benton, had been restored; and 
aring-leader of the insurrection, named Chauset, 
a half pay Colonel, named Roule, a physician, 
vamed Caffe, and six others; bad been -arrested 
and imprisoned for trial.

FROM SMYRNA. 

Capt, Dickerson, of the brig Midas, arrived at 
Baltimore from Smyrna, informs that there were

Mahon to return—the presence of the above squad- 
rons tended to keep the Turks in awe, and afford- 
ed great protection to the Franks and resident Eu- 
ropean merchants.

UNITARIAN OPINIONS. 


They believe that the doctrine of the TRINrTY 
is not found in Scripture; that it is one of the 
eorruptions of Christianity, and among the earliest 
and most mischevous of those corruptions. This 
is so well known, that no proof or illustration of it 
is required. 

They believe that Christ was a MERE MAN; 
that he was the Son of Joseph and Mary, born in 
the ordinary way; that he had no existence pre- 
viously to his birth and appearance in Judea ; 
that he was not only FALLIBLE, but LIABLE TO 
ain, like other men; and that, of course, he ought 
by no means to be worshipped. Dr. Priestly ex- 
pressly says, that the Apostles had no other ideas 
of Christ than “ that he was A MAN LIKE THEM- 
SELVEs.”* Again; he says, *‘ It is the clear doc- 
trine of scripture that Christ was simply a man.”t 
Mr. Belsham goes further, and suffers himself to 
speak in the following shocking terms: “*The U- 
vsitarian doctrine is, that Jesus of Nazareth was a 
man constituted in all respects like other men, sub- 
ject to the same infirmities, the same IGNORANCE, 
PREJUDICES, AND PRALITIES. Unitarians main- 
tain, that Jesus and his apostles were supernatu- 
rally instructed, as far as was necessary for the 
execulion of their commission ; that is, for the re- 
velation and proof of the doctrine of eternal life, 
and that the favor of God extended to the Gen- 
tiles equally with the Jews; and that Jesus and 
his apostles, and others of the primitive believers, 
were occasionally inspired to foretell future events. 
But they believe that supernatural inspiration 
was limited to these cases alone; and that when 
Jesus or his apostles deliver opinions upon subjects 
unconnected with the object of their mission, such 
opinions, and their reasonings upon them, are to 
be received with the same ATTENTION aud CAU- 
T1oN, with those of other persons, in similar cir- 
cumstances, of similar education, and with similar 
habits of thinking.” Further, he says, ‘* The mo- 
rat character of Christ, through the whole course 
of his publick ministry, as recorded by the evan- 
gelists, is pure and unimpeachable in every parti- 
cular. Whether this perfection of character in 
publick life, combined with the general declara- 
tion of his freedom from sin, establish, or were in- 
tended to establish the fact, that Jesus, through 
the whole course of his private life, was complete- 
ly exempt from all the errors and frailties of hu- 
man nature, is a question ef no great intrinsick mo- 
ment, and concerning which we have no stifficient 
data to lead’ to a satisfactory conclasion.”$~ In 
another work, Mr. Belsham, in consistency wiih 
the foregoing statement, observes—‘* Jesus is, in- 
deed, now alive ; but as we are totally ignorant of 
the place where he resides, and of the occupa- 
tions ia which he is engaged, there can be no pro- 
per foundation for religious addresses to him, nor of 
gratitude for favors now received, ner yet of cén- 
fidenee in his future interposition in our behalf.””| 

Unitarians with one voice, also, deny the divi- 
nity and personality of the Holy Spirit. Dr. 
Priestley declares, that by the Holg Spirit we are 
to understand nothing more than the power or in- 
fluence of God, and by no means’a distinct per- 
son.) Mr. Belsham, with still more freedom, and 
less decorum, allows himself to say, “The dis- 
tinct, personal existence of the Holy Spirit, is, | 
believe, abandoned by every person who has paid 
much attention to the phraseology of the scrip- 
tures” —And again, “ The controversy (respecting 
the personality of the Holy Spirit,) is almost as 
much at rest as that concerning transubstantia- 
tion.””** 

As Unitarians reject the Divinity of Christ, so 

they also reject the doctrine of gi8 ATONEMENT. 
Dr. Priestly says, this doctrine is ‘* one of the ra- 
dical, as well as the most generally prevailing cor- 
ruptions of the Christianscheme.” And again, he 
calls it, ** a disgrace to Christianity, and a load 
upon it, which it must either throw off, or sink un- 
der."tt Further, he says, “ Christ being only a 
man, his death could not in any proper sense of the 
word, atone for the sins of other men.”f{{ Again, 
he asserts, that “* in no part either of the Old or New 
‘Testament, do we ever find, asserted or explained, 
the principle on which the doctrine of atonement is 
founded : but that, on the contrary,it is a sentiment 
every where abounding, that repentance and A 
GOOD LIFE, are, OF THEMSELVES SUFFICIENT TO 
RECOMMEND Us To THE FAVOR OF Gop.” ||| Mr. 
Bélsham, on this subject, declares—‘* The death 
of Jesus is sometimes called a propitiation, be- 
cause it pul an end to the Mosaic economy, ana in- 
troduced & new and more liberal dispensation un- 
der which the Gentiles, who were before regard- 
ed as enemies, are admitted into a state of amity 
and reconciliation; that is, into a state of privi- 
jege similar to that of the Jews. It is also occasion- 
ally called a sacrifice, being the ratification of that 
new covenant into which God is pleased to enter 
with his human offspring, by which a resurrection 
to immortal life and happiness is promised, with- 
out distinction, to all who are truly virtuous. Be- 
lievers in Christ are also said to have Redemption 
through his blood, sEcAvUSE THEY ARE RELEASED, 
BY THE CHRISTIAN COVENANT, FROM THE YOKE 
OF THE CEREMONIAL LAW, AND FROM THE BON- 
DAGE OF INOLATRY.”’}) 

They farther, deny Original sin. They say that 
all men come into the world perfectly innecent & 
pure ; as entirely free from the least taint of moral 
pollution as Adam was, when he first came from 
the hands of the Creator; that he is by nature no 
MORE INCLINED TO VICE THAN TO VIRTUE; that 
he derives from his ancestors a frail and mortal na- 
tare ; is made with appetites which fit him for the 
condition in which God has placed him; but that 
in order to their answering all the purposes intend- 
ed, they are so strong as to be very liable to abuse

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by excess: that he bas passions implanted in him 
which are of great importance in the conduct of 
life ; but which are equally capable of impelling 
him inte a right or a wrong : that he has 
natural affections, all of them originally good, but 
liable, by a wrong direction, to be the occasion of 


error and sin: that he has reason and conscience 


to direct the conduct of life, which may yet be 
neglected, perverted and misguided: that with 
all these together, he is equally capable of right 
or wrong, and as free to the one as to the other.* 
Unitarians reject the doctrine of jistification by 
the merits of Christ, ‘To quote authorities in sup- 
port of this charge is needless. All their leading 
writers declare, without ceremony, that the suffer- 
ings, the blood, and the righteousness of Jesus 
Christ, are nothing more, as to the point of ourper- 
sonal acceptamce with God, than those of any 
other man. ‘They assert that the PRACTICE. OF 
VIRTUE IS THE ONLY GROUND OF HOPE; and that 
any other plan of justification is unscriptural and 
absurd. c 

They believe that all the human race will finally 
be saved. This was Dr. Priestley’s opinion. Mr. 
Belsham also expresses himself on subject in 
the following terms. **‘ We may certainly con- 
clude that NONE OF THE CREATURES oF Gop, IN 
ANY CIRCUMSTANCES, WILL BE ETERNALLY MISE- 
RABLE,. The wicked will indeed be raised to suffer- 
ing ; but since eterna] misery, for temporary crime, 
is inconsistent with every principle of justice, we 
are naturally led to conclude, that the sufferings of 
the wicked will be remedial, & that they will ter- 
minage in‘a complete purification from moral disor- 
der, and in their altimate restoration to virtue and 
happiness.”t The truth is, that although the U- 
nitarian Purcarory differs in several respects 
from that of the Papists, it is nevertheless, 45 RE- 
Al. A PURGATORY; having the same substantial 
characters, an@ beihg equally opposed to the 
whole current of scripture. 

Finally; the Unitarians reject the inspiration of 
the Scriptures. “ The scriptures,” says Dr. Priest- 
ly were written witout “ ANY PARTICULAR IN- 
sPIRATION, by men who wrote according to the 
best of their knowledge, and who, from their cir- 
cumstances, Could not be mistaken with respect to 
the greater facts of which they were proper wil- 
nesses ; but (like other men subject to preEsv- 
DIcE) might be liable to adopt a HASTY AND ILL- 
GROUNDED opinion concerning things which did 
not fali within the compass of their own know- 
ledge.”{ Mr. Belsham very explicitly tells us, 
that ** The scriptures contain a very faithful and 
credible account of the Chrisfian doctrine, which 
is the frue word of God ; but they are not them- 
selves the word of God; nor do they ever assuine 
that title: & it is highly impropef to speak of them 
as such, as it leads inattentive readers to suppose 
they are written under a PLENARY INsPIRATION, 
to which they make NO PRETENSION.”|| 

To this list of Unitarian opinions, 1 might add, 
if it were necessary, a number of other articles ; 
such as the materiality of the soul ;—the conse- 


‘quent denial of a separate state, of activity or even 


consciousness, between death and the resurrec- 
tion ;—the denial of the existence of either Devils 
or good Angels ; and the rejection of all sanctity 
in the Sabbath. But my iimits forbid me to multi- 
ply particulars; and [ would by no means allow 
myself to do any thing that might look like undu- 
ly darkening the horrid picture. 

From this summary view, it is evident that Uni- 
tarianism, according to the statement of one of its 
maost zealous friends in the United States, consists 
“rather in NOT BELAEVING ;” and that the prin- 
cipal difficulty which it has to encounter is to 
“make men zealous in REFUSING To BF- 
LIEvE.”’; It is plain, also, that Unitarians reject 
EVERY ONE of what we deem the pecuLiAR and 
ESSESTIAL doctrines of the gospel. According 
to this scheme, there is no other than a mere hu- 
man, fallible, and peccable Saviour ; no real re- 
demption by the blood of Christ ; no justification 
by his merits; no Holy Spirit to sanctify our de- 
praved nature; no prevailing Intercessor; no- 
thing that can with propriety be called Grace: 
all—all is figurative, cold, inadequate and unsza- 
tisfying. 

In short, Christianity, if Unitarianism be the 
truth, is nothing more than a republication of the 
religion of nature, with very small additional light. 
A future state, a pure morality, and the efficacy of 
repentance, form the sum total of its discoveries ; 
and men are left, after all, to accomplish their 
own salvation.

and Unitarianism will give less pain to natural 
feeling ; will call for less self-denial; and will 
more readily accommodate itself to every sdrt of 
pursuit and habit, except that which is right, than 
any other scheme which calls itself by the name 
of Christianity.

PROPHECY AND HISTORY. 

The forty-fourth and forty-fith verses of the elev- 
enth chapter of the book of Daniel, contain the 
following predictions: 

44. But tidings out of the East and out of the 
North shall trouble him; therefore he shall go 
forth with great fury to destroy, and utterly to make 
away many. . 

45. And he shall plant the tabernacles of his 
palaces between the seas, in the glorious holy 
mountain; yet he shall come to his end and none 
shall he!p him. 

On this passage Mr. Scott, an eminent commen- 
tator, offers the following remarkable exposition : 

‘* All the attempts of the commentators to apply 
this to Antiochus have proved fruitless: for though 
he went forth with great indignation to subdue 
some revolted provinces in the cast amd in the 
north, yet he never retutned into Judea, which 
land alone can be intended by ‘ the glorious holy 
mountain.’ It is more probably cencluded, that 
this part of the prophecy, relates to events yet fu- 
ture. Some conjecture that the Persians who bor- 
der on the Turkish dominions to the East,and the 
Russians who lie North of them, will unile against 
the Turks ; that in the land of Canaan the latter 
will fix their camp with great ostentation, as well as 
wage the war with great fury; and that there they 
shall receive such a defeat, as shall end in the ulter 
subversion of their monarchy.” [Seott’s Bible, 4th 
American from the 2d London Edition, Vol. 3. 

The reader need not be told how exactly the 
above passage applies to the late news from Europe, 
of an expected alliance between the Russians and 
Persians against the Turks.- If Mr. Scott had writ- 
ten his commentary after reading a modern news- 
paper, he could not have adapted it more exactly 
to the events ofthe day. The character of the 
warfare waged by the Turks is accurately describ- 
ed by the terms “great ostentation,” and “great 
fury.” We will only add, that should the whole 
prediction contained in the text be found to ap- 
ply to these events, we shall hear of no alliances 
between the Turks and other nations; for “ he 
shall come tohis end and none shall help him.” 
Such a coincidence.is tery Gémarkable, and we 
are surprised that it has not sooner been discovered.

HYDROPIIOBIA. 

Mr. Middleton, our mivister at Russia, has 
transmitted a memoir on hydtophobia to Dr. Mitch- 
ill, written by Dr. Marochetti, a Russian physi- 
cian, and given at length in the Commercial Ad- 
verliser, by which the indications of this terrible 
disease are pointed out and fhe care made known. 
He states, that the appearance of tumors of une- 
qual size appearing under the tongue, always and 
uniformly mark the existence of hydrophobic vi- 
rus, which can be easily ascertained by the touch. 
When any one is bitten by a dog, it is recommend- 
ed that he should subject his tongue to examina- 
tion for six weeks, and if no tumours then appear, 
it may safely be concluded that no poison has been 
communicated by the bité. But if, during any 
part of this period, tumots should show them- 
selves, the doctor recommends that they should 
be instantly cauterized,er opened by a sharp lan- 
cet. A greenish matter will proceed from these 
incisions, which the patient is directed to spit out, 
and then wash his mouth witha strong decoction 
of the tops and flowess of the Genista lateo tincfo- 
rea, (yellow broom.) The virus is thus destroyed 
in its germ ; and details of numerous cases are giv- 
en where this treatment has been attended with 
the happiest results. 

On this interesting sdbject, there is the follow- 
ing noticejin the Gazette de Sante, (Gazette of 
Health) a medical journal, ‘published in Paris, by 
which it appears that the important discovery re- 
ferred to in the memorial ‘ef Dr. Marochetti, was 
made asfar back as 1813. The subject is highly 
deserving the attention of the medical profession in 
this country. 

““M. Marochetti, surgeon at the hospital at 
Moscow, being in the Ukraine, in 1813, was re- 
quested to give assistance to"15 persons who had 
received the bite ofa mad dog. A deputation of 
aged men waited upon him, and intreated he 
would administer help to the unfortunate persons, 
through a peasant, who during several years had 
acquired a great reputation for curing hydropho- 
bia. M. Marochetti consented upon certain con- 
ditions. pint 
to 14 of 
way. The 15th, a young girtof 16, was treated ir 
the ordinary manner, forthe purpose of proving 
the effect of both modes oftreatment. ‘To each of 
the 14 he gave daily one pound and a half of, the 
decoction of the buds of yellow broom flowers, and 
he examined twice a day under the tongue, the 
place where, according to his statement, little 
swellings are formed, containing the virus of mad- 
ness. 

** These swellings rose the third or ninth day, & 
were seen by M. Marochetti. Very soon after they 
appeared they were touehed with a sharp red hot 
needle, after which the patient gangled the part 
with the decoction of broom. ‘The result of this 
treatment was, that the 14 patients were cured in 
six weeks, whilst the yo irl treated differently 
died on the 7th day in ulsions of madness.— 
Three years after M. Maroghetti paid a visit to the 
14 persons and they were. all doing well. The 
same physician being at Padolla, in 1818, had a 
hew opportunity of confi this interesting dis- 
covery. The happy result of this mode of treat- 
ment was the same with reference to 26 
who had been all bitten by a mad dog.”
